Untermyer last
night in indicating a possible line of |
inquiry the Lockwood commitiee may |
pursue to-day into the plumbers, plas- |
terers, bricklayers and bullding helpers
trades. The committee will reconvene
for two days at City Hall at 10 o'clock
this morning.

Mr. Untermyer =ald he belleved it
conld be shown that organized builders
conslstently had bld against each other
for men for a year since the labor
ghortage became more critical. He
thought this waa true not only against
“Independent” contractors but also be-
tween members of the associatlons, ]

Relief would have been found in fixed |

wage scales such as proposed last spring
by the Lockwood Committee, agreed to
by Inbor but relected by the buflders,
asserted Mr, Untermyer. The scnles
have since proved to ba less than those
the employers have created by thelr own
competition. There 18 now no wage scale
in the bullding Industry, the last agree-
ment having expired In Dr.qg‘mbur a
¥year ago.

Mastor plumbers are expected to pre-
sent to the committee their predictions
that unless labor realizes Its “exorbltant
demands,” cessation of work on $50,000,-
000 worth of contracts for 1923 {5 Inevi-
table. The employers gay that although
the union scale Is $9 a day the labor
shortage “maintalned by the unions" has

it to 310 to $15. Cutting pipe
¥ hand, as demanded by the unions,
instead of by machinery, s sald to cost
50 per cent. more, and help prevent a re-
duction to the public of from 30 to 40
per cent, In the cost of plumbing. The
employers complain that the Lockwood
Committee falled to break up these
abuses, although they were admitted
at its hearings.

The hodearrfers’ fight will be up
again, although Mr. Untermyer ostensi-
bly arbitrated it a week ago. This ls a
long standing jurisdictional dispute be-
tween the American Federation of Labor
organization and an  “Independent”
group regarded as a “company unlon” of
the smployvers,

Some permanent adjustment in this
matter is regarded asg iImportant because
It has become the Balkans of the bulld-
ing trades. It nearly precipltated a city
wide bullding tleup two weeks ago
through & qufrrel between bricklayers
and bullders. ‘I‘

No Enemies,

Detectives of the Domb Squad under
ILdeut. James Gegan were lrying last
night to trace the three pound bomb
that was sent last Wednesday to Jacob
Percell. a second hand furniture dealer
of 040 Columbus avenue, The bomh,
which sizsled for a moment when Per-

eell started to open the hox in which
it was malled, contalned enough pow-
der, screws, nalls and bolls to have
wrecked the store afid killed anybody
who happened to be near,

Percell lives at 70 West 100th street

and ls the father of a baby girl Norma,
who was born only a few days ago and
for whom presents have been arriving
almost dally. When he got the package
he supposed (t was megnt for the baby
#nd so he began quickly to open It
There was a sharp crackle, and then
a slight slzzling. Percell dropped the
box to the floor and ran to the street.
Nothing happened, for the bomb, which
proved to be rather clumasily con-
structed, fulled to explode. Percell after
a few minutes went back and carried
the box carefully to the West 100th
street polles station, where It was
soaked in water and examlned by ex-
perts on explosives,
In the box was a can of black pow-
der and around the can were packed
heavy nuts, bolts and Iron slugs. The
contrivance for igfition was a elrcular
wooden dise surrounded by wmatches,
urranged to revolve and scratch on
sandpaper when the sliding lld of the
box was pulled open. Under these
matches was a wad of loose cotton on
which powder had heen sprinkled.
When Percell started to slide back the
Hd the sandwaper started the blaze,
but when he fammed the lid shut again
and dropped it he smothered the slzzling
fuse which In another instant would
have blown up the shop.

Nelther Dercell nor the detectives of
the bomb squad have been abla to find
a motlve for the attempted murder and
destruction. Percell said he had no
enemies. He is 36 years old and the
father of twe children. The police
learned that the package was taken to
the office of the Western Unlon at 92
Broadway at a few minutes after 10
o'cloek on the morning of December 4
by & man about 30 years old. Percell's
name was written on the Wrapping
paper with a blue pencll and In a few
minutes the package was on its way to
the furniture dealer's shop.

SOLVENT, BROKER SAYS

Another Man Denies Any As-
sociation With the Food
Corporation.

Court officers in the bankruptey of the
Empire Food Produets Company and In
the pending bankruptey petition against
the Johm M. Martln Company, stock
brokers, searched yesterday In valn for

the food company. and for John H. Mar-
tin, head of the firm which Is alleged
to have sold stock In the company.

Arthur L. Ross, attorney for the peti-
tloner agninst Martin, questioned Alex-
ander Ackerson, attorney for Van Riper
and for Martln, before Harold P, Coffin,
commlssioner for the speclal master.
Leon Dashew, attorney for the recelver

son before Coffin, ns referes, He refuskd
to glve the address of elther cllent. He
stated afterward he would be willing
to produce them if he could obtain cer-
taln conditions for thelr examination,
which he d!d not éisclose. He desired
Dashew to go before Judge Julian Mack
of the United States District Court and
obtaln consent of the court te the condl-
tions.
Ackerson contended that Martin s not
bankrupt and that Mrs. John Julian of
Kensington, Conn., the bankruptcy pe-
titloner, is not & creditor. He placed
Murtin's assets at $66,000 and hiy lla-
bilitles at $4,100, and asserted that the
petition |s an act of “mallclous persecu-
tion."
Dashew examined Walter S. Morton,
president, and John D. Genger, secre-
tary of the Pearson En:!nmrlnx Cor-
poration, In whose offices In the Fisk
Building, Broadway and Fifty-seventh
street, the recelver has seized furniture
as assets of the bankrupt Empire Food
Produclts Company., Doth admitted that
the furniture was placed-in the office by
Van Riper. Morton sald he understood
It came from the former offlce of George
H. Perkins & Co., bankrapt stock
brokers, Genger sald he thought some
of it came from the Empire Food Prod-
ucts Company. Morton ¢lalmed the fur-
niture and presented a general release
signed by Van Riper, but sald he had
pald Van Riper no consideration for the
furniture. He sald Van Riper desired to
place It In his office to save paying
storage.
Samuel Levine of 1081 Tinton avenue,
The Bronx, denied the published state-
ment, based upon the bankruptcy min-
uteg, that he ever was president of the
Empire Food Products Corporation,
which wns organized followilng the
bankruptey of the Empire Food Prod-
uctd Company and which had offices in
the rooms of the Pearson Engineering
Corporation,
alleged in the record of the testimony
to have been an officer, who has flenled
any connection with the concern. Clar-
ence Carruthers was surprised to learn
that the referce had been told that he
wis ax officer of the company, and he
also denled knowing anything about It.
Dashew announced that he has called

Food Products Company at his office,
15 Park How, to-morrow afternoon at
3 o'clock.
